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FOREWORD 

NSPIRED  by  the  wonderful  pro- 
gress made  by  our  city  in  recent 
years,  whose  developments  give 
promise  of  a  great  city,  the  Archi- 
tects of  Memphis  have  organized 
The  Architects'  League.  The 
objects  of  the  League  are  to  pro- 
mote the  artistic,  scientific  and  practical  efficiency 
of  the  profession  and  to  offer  the  organized  strength 
of  the  entire  profession  towards  the  beautifying  and 
further  developing  of  the  city  architecturally  and 
artistically. 

While  the  natural  advantages  are  in  a  measure 
a  material  cause  for  the  city's  development,  it  is 
but  just  to  mention  here  that  we  have  more  than 
natural  advantages  to  be  grateful  for. 

We  have^  governmentally,  a  Commission  Form 
of  Government,  most  admirably  conducted  by  five 
progressive,  energetic  and  unselfish  business  men 
whose  first  thoughts  are  always  for  Memphis'  best 
interests.  The  commercial  interests  of  Memphis 
are  guarded  by  the  Business  Men's  Club,  whose 
organization  would  be  a  power  towards  the  com- 
mercial development  of  any  city.  While  Memphis 
is  being  well  governed  and  developed  commercially 
it  is  also  being  interestingly  beautified  by  a  Park 
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Commission,  with  an  ideal  system  of  boulevards 
and  parks,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  people  of 
Memphis  will  evidence  their  appreciation  of  the 
commission's  untiring  efforts  by  giving  their  con- 
tinued and  undivided  support  in  further  developing 
and  beautifying  the  city. 

The  Architects'  League  of  Memphis  is  offering 
for  its  first  annual  Exhibition  evidence  of  the  devel- 
opment architecturally  of  the  City  by  exhibiting 
drawings  and  photographs  of  contemplated  and 
executed  work. 

It  has  been  truthfully  said  that  of  all  exhibitions 
an  architectural  exhibition  is  most  in  touch  with 
contemporary  life.  It  represents  an  epitome  of 
modern  American  effort.  As  men  are,  so  they  build ; 
not  always  consciously,  perhaps,  but  inevitably. 
Buildings,  whether  commercial,  official  or  domestic, 
are  a  natural  expression  of  the  necessities  and  aspi- 
rations of  their  builders.  An  intelligent  observer 
traversing  the  streets  of  a  city  can  estimate  with 
tolerable  accuracy  the  relative  amount  of  dignity 
and  sordidness,  pride  and  indifference,  culture  and 
common-placcness  which  sums  up  the  average  char- 
acter of  the  community.  A  study  of  country  and 
suburban  residences  will,  in  the  same  way,  discover 
what  meaning  the  average  man  attaches  to  home. 
In  an  exhibition  like  the  present,  we  have  the  latest 
expression  of  prevailing  tendencies  and,  if  the  visitor 
will  regard  it  in  this  light,  it  ceases  to  be  a  mere 
collection  of  drawings  and  photographs  and  becomes 
a  brief  history  of  our  own  times.     For  example,  our 
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modern  office  buildings,  hotels  and  department 
stores  are  not  a  caprice  of  speculators;  they  are  the 
natural  outcome  of  American  social  and  commercial 
requirements  and  enterprise. 

At  this  exhibition  can  be  seen  photographs  of 
the  new  Court  House  and  new  Central  Police  Head- 
quarters, which  are  monumental  examples  of  history 
of  our  own  times. 

The  exhibition  here  of  domestic  architecture  we 
hope  will  influence  the  public  to  recognize  the  inti- 
mate connection  between  the  work  of  the  Archi- 
tects' League  and  their  own  lives.  This  Exhibition 
being  the  initial  effort  on  the  part  of  the  League  to 
interest  the  public  in  its  work  and  to  make  an 
appeal  for  the  public's  support  has  been  made 
nearly  if  not  entirely  an  exhibition  of  local  work. 
It  is  the  League's  intention,  if  proper  interest  is 
manifested,  to  broaden  the  scope  of  future  exhibi- 
tions and  bring  to  Memphis  annually  examples  of 
the  best  and  most  modern  work  being  done  through- 
out the  country  and  thereby  place  Memphis  in 
closer  touch  with  the  world  architecturally  and  on 
a  par  with  its  position  in  the  commercial  world. 
To  accomplish  this  it  is  essential  that  the  League 
have  the  support  of  our  own  people  and  their  vari- 
ous organizations  to  all  of  which  it  offers  its  unre- 
stricted co-operation  in  all  matters  of  mutual  inter- 
ests for  the  benefit  of  Memphis.
